YOKOHAMA, Nov. 24.—Port Arthur was 
captured on Wednesday last, Nov. 21. 
There is great rejojcing over the Japanese 
victory here. The capture of Port Arthur 
was announced last night in a dispatch 
from Chee Foo. Port Arthur fell after 
eighteén hours’ hard fighting. 

A dispatch to the London Times cor- 
respondent from Che-Foo last night said 
the fighting was.continuous from noon of 
the th until Wednesday evening. The 
Japanese fleet did not take part in the en- 
gagement, though the torpedo boats at- 


tached to the fleet were in action and dis- 


tracted the attention ot the forts while the 
Japanese troops ente the town. 
he second Japanese army, under Field 

Marshal Oyama, containing 30,000 men, was 
divided and sent against Ta-Li-En-Wan 
and Kin-Chow. Both places were captured, 
and then the forces were consolidated again 
and sent to Port Arthur. Several engage- 
ménts occurred on the way. In fear of 
mines under the roads, the Japanese avoided 
them and cut through the forests. Three 
attacks were made on the Chinege intrench- 
ments and all were repulsed, but the strong- 
hold fell on the fourth attack. 

Che-Foo is a Chinese city on the north 
coast of Shan-Tung Promontory, ninety 
miles south of Port Arthur.

CONFIRMED AT LONDON. 

LONDON, Nov. 24—A_ di tch to the 
Pall Mall Gazette from C Foo says 
that the British warship Porpoise has ar- 
rived there and brings a confirmation of 
the announcement that Port Arthur has 
deen captured by the Japanese. 

It is rumored that the Earl of Kimberly, 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
has received a short dispatch from the 
British Minister at Tokio confirming the 
oa of Fort Arthur. 

dispatch from Shanghai asserts that 

twenty-three Japanese torpedo boats made 
u concerted rush upon the entrance of the 
harbor of Port Arthur and that at the same 
time the Japanese land forces attacked the 
place from the rear, while a heavy fire was 
coming from the front. The Chinese re- 
sisted feebly. There were a few hand-to- 
hand fights, but finally the Chinese became 
panic-stricken and the Japanese carried 
everything before them. 
A dispatch to the Times from Shanghai 

nfirms the dispatch from Che Fao, saying 
that the Japanese troops are re-embarking 
at Port Arthur. 
Another dispatch from Shanghai says 
that thé third Japanese army, which left 
Japan Nov. 2, according to this corre- 
spondent, is supposed to have been sent to 
attack Wei-Hai-Wei, where a portion of 
the Chinese navy remains. The dispatch 
adds that the place will be easily captured, 
as the Chinese soldiers, wo were en- 
cam for its defense at Chili, are desert- 
ing in thousands. The whole place is said 
to be in a state of utter collapse and con- 
fusion. A dispatch from Yokohama yester- 
day said it was rumored that this force was 
intended to operate in the Yang Tse Kiang 
district of China.

Other Business Men Interviewed . 


If there is any one class of men who, more 
than others, know a good thing when they 
see it that class is the commercial travel- 
ers. And what they don’t know about a 
passenger train service isn’t, as a rule, 
worth knowing. They are observant and 
their opinion carries much weight. Now, 
the traveling men, as a class, see that St. 
Louis needs an early afternoon mail serv- 
ice. They see such a service out of other 
cities apd they discuss it among them- 
selves and they are quick to note that St. 
Louis isn't in it, so to speak, in this re- 
spect. Here is an example. 

H. C. Gottfried, who travels for the Ken- 
nard Carpet Co, and is also Vice-President 
of the local post of the Travelers’ Protect- 


ive Association, was out to Kansas City a 
few days ago. In the afternoon he had oc- 
casion to come east a few stations and took 
the Brookfield accommodation on the Bur- 
lington, which leaves Kansas City at 1 
o'clock. It is a train which runs into Kan- 
sas City trom Hrooktieid dn the moraing and 
back in the afternoon. The distance to 
Brookfield from Kansas City is 124 miles. 
THE SERVICE ELSEWHERE. 

In telling his experience he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: Why you couldn't 
get standing room on that train when it 


left Kansas City. And the people were 
loaded down with bundles. We scattered 
the people along at the little stations by 
the score. I tell you, the people appreciate 
that train. If it were not for that they 
would have to stay in Kansas City until 
7:30 o'clock, and the chances are that they 
would not go to Kansas City to. trade at 
all. Quincy has the same kind of a service 
on the Burlington. It helps jhose towns. 
You hear the traveling men talking about 
it frequently and remarking how strange 
it is that St. Louis doesn’t have such a 
service. They one and all say she ought 
to have it and that it would be a great 
thing. From the crowds that ride on the 
Brookfield train, it is evident that such 
trains would pay. The more trains you 
have at seasonable .hours the more people 
will travel. You notice this particularly in 
the case of traveling men. Take a town 
where there is only one train a day and 
they will not go to it. Where there are 
plenty of trains they go often. St. Louis 
should certainly have such a service, which 
would be of great benefit.” : 

The Kennard Carpet Co. people are all in 
favor of an early afternoon mail and pas- 
senger service. N. G. Edwards, who has 
charge largely of the outside trade, says: 
“An early afternoon train service which 
would get out mail at 3:30 or 4 p’clock would 
be of much advantage to us. Our mail is 
largely ready, by that hour, and why tlet- 
ters should lay here in the city five or six 
hours after they are written I cannot see. 
If they could get out early in the afternoon 
we could be in closer communication with 
our customers and our factories and would 
facilitate our «business materially. We 
shoujd very much like to see the early 
afternoon service established.“ 


OTHER OPINIONS. 

William E. Campbell of the Samuel C. 
Davis Dry Goods Co., who has charge of 
the advertising department, and keeps close 
watch of what keeps trade away, says that 
an early afternoon train service would 


help his company directly but very Tittle, 
but that indirectly it would be of great ben- 
efit. ““That it would be a good thing for 
the business community at large there is 
no doubt. The better train service we have 
the closer communications we have with 
the territory tributary to St. Louis, and 
that is what helps our outside trade.“ 
D. Crawford isn’t quite sure whether an 
rr train service would help 
his siness or not, as he says he caters 
especially to the trade of the St. Louis 
ple. “If I were making a specialty of 
country trade I suppose it would be a good 
thing.

HUGE CANADIAN “RAILWAY PROJECT. 


Greatest Since the Conception of the 
. €Cress-Conmtinemt Bead. ~ 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 21. —-One of 
the largest Canadian railway pro- 
jects since the scheme of the Canadian 
railroad across the continent, has been 
evolved by the Hamilton Radial Railway 
Co. of Hamilton, Ontario, an association of 
Canadian and United States capitalists. 
Their scheme is to build a network of rail- 
roads, steam and electric, radiating from 


Hamilton and connecting with the more 
important cities and towns of Western 
Intario, the main object being to divert 
trade to Hamilton, whiie the ulterior object 
is best explained in a letter from an omceer 
of the company, who asks that his name 
Le not revealed at this time. He says: 

“We eintend to build a first-class road and 
connect at- Woodstock, Toronto and other 
points with the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
‘the electrical part of the system will likely 
be the lines to Berlin and Guelph, and ou 
these the road-bed and gradients will be 
fuily up to nrst-class steam railway re- 
quirements. The Niagara Falls branch 
wil be continued to Buffalo, and the 28 
miles which compose the system will reach 
over one-third of the population (nearly 
7w0,u00) of Ontario and tap the rich farming 
community. All of this territory is at 
present served only by the Grand Trunk 
Railway, and as the total capitalization of 
this road will be less than one-quarter of 
that of the Grand Trunk, and the bonds 
will have ten years interest paid up, it is 
thought the stockholders will have a fair 
chance for big dividends. We expect to 
build a line to make quick connection with 
Buftalo and Detroit, as none of the grades 
between Suspension Bridge and VWoodstuck 
on our line wil be over thirty-five feet to 
the mile. 

It is believed that this scheme has the

A. Popkin was a member of the manu- 
facturers' association. The employes 
struck, are on strike now, thousands of 
them starving. They dethanded certain 


prices for their work, and they demanded, 


too, that the manufacturers enter into 
contracts with them and give bonds for the 
fulfillment of the contracts. The manufac- 
turers, so far from granting these demands, 
declared they would not even recognize the 
union as » union, and that hereafter each 
firm would treat as an individual with its 
own employes. > 

A few weeks ago a delegation waited on 
A. Popkin and talked over their deman:is 
with him. A. Popkin made a lightning cal- 
culation, and’ concluded that the demands 
were reasonable. So A. Popkin signed the 
clogakmakers’ scale, so agreeing to pay 
them what they asked. Then he sat down 
and dictated a letter to the Cloak Manu- 
facturers’ Association, stating that he 
thereby resigned from it. 

There A. Popkin made the greatest mis- 
take of his life in a business way; the great- 
est, perhaps the only mistake.

HEDGED ABOUT LIKE KINGS 


Attoraey Morrison’s Remark on the Ex- 
ecutors of the Gould Esta:e. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24.— The executors of 
the Gould estate are hedged about like 
kings,“ declared Lewis J. Morrison, the law- 
yer, yesterday before Surrogate Fitzgerald. 
Mr. Morrison, as the attorney of the Sol- 
diers’ Orphans’ Home of St. Louis, has 
been conducting a most persistent campaign 


against the Gould estate in order to compel 
the heirs to make good a trust fund of $11,- 
000,000 which, he alleges, Jay Gould and 
Russell Sage appropriated out of the trust 
funds of the Kansas Pacific Railway. 

A few days ago Mr. Morrison obtained an 
order from Surrogate Fitzgerald directing 
the Gould executors to show cause why they 
should not be compelled to file a detailed 
inventory of the assets of the Gould estate. 
The object of this motion was to trace the 
trust funds alleged to have been misap- 
propriated to the part of the heirs. 

Arguments in this order were set down 
for yesterday. Col. C. James appeared be- 
fore the Surrogate for the Gould interésts 
in opposition to the motion, and Mr. Morri- 
son was on hand to press it to a final order. 

Col. James moved for dismissal of the 
proceedings upon the ground that, although 
the order was obtained on the afternoon of 
Nov. 21, it was not served upon the exec- 
utors until late Thursday afternoon. Even 
then, he said, they were not served with the 
affidavits upon which the order was ob- 
tained. Mr. Morrison replied sharply that 
it had been impossible to serve the ex- 
cutors, and added the remark about their 
being “hedged about like kings.“ The law- 
yer declared that it was utterly impossible 
for any ordinary process server to serve 
them with any papers. It had been neces- 
sary, he said, to employ a skilled detective 
in the matter, who only succeeded in serv- 
ing one of the executors. 

The lawyer admitted that the executor 
had not been served with the affidavits, 
but said that he instructed his men to 
serve the order and also the affidavits, but 
in the hurry and difficulty of serving the 
oro his instructions had not been carried 
out, a 

Col. James, in reply, stated that he was 
willing to meet the issue fairly if he had 
the opportunity to do so. An opportunity 
was given to him to examine the affidavits. 
He continued to argue the motion on its 
merits and the Surrogate gave them until 
Dec. 24 to prepare themselves.

St. Louis has enough ot the former and 
more than her share of the latter. There 
is never an election in this city in which 
the cemeteries are not fully represented at 
the polls an¢ the ballot boxes stuffed with 
the votes of the dead. There never will be 


an election free from these ghostly but 


effectual frauds as long as the registration 
lists are kept over from election to election 
and copies of them are supplied to politi. 
cal bosses and committees who are thus 
enabled to make the cemetery vote oon 
tribute to the returns. 

The catching and punishing of our elec- 
tion rascals is an important part of the 
work of vindicating the law and purifying 
elections, but it is only the beginning of 
the reform needed by gt. Louis. We need 
a new system—a system which will pro- 
vide for the destruction of the old regis- 
tration lists and the making of fresh lists 
We need smaller voting 
precincts and precinct registration and 
posting. 

By bringing about these changes the 
Committee of Public Safety can do more 
to prevent election frauds than dy @ score 
of investigations. An ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure.’’

THE HONEST LOAF ORDINANCE. 
The adoption of the honest loaf ordi- 
nance introdoced in the House of Delegates 
last night is needea to protect the people 
of this city against swindling and to secure 
for them the benefits of the reduced cost of 
bread. 

It was shown by the Post-DsIPATCH 
that some of the loaves sold in this city 
are far below proper weight. Some bakers 
claim that they have been forced to 
reduce the size of their loaf by 
the squeezing of the middlemen. 
The reduction is made to make up for re- 
ductions in the price of bread, But what- 
ever the reason, the consumers are swin- 
dled out of an honest measure of bread in 
the loaves they buy. 

As long as no check is put upon petty 
swindling of this kind it is useless 
to expect a genuine reduction in 
the price of bread. What is taken 
off the price will be taken outof the loaf 
and the people will pay as mush as ever fer 
their bread, no matter what the apparent 
reduction of price. Under present prices 
the impusition is two-fold. 

The ordinance is simple and promises 
to be effectual. It requires bakers and 
dealers to sell bread by weight—the only 
fair method. To guard against fraud it 
requires that the weight of the loaf 
and the name of the baker be stamped on 
each loaf. The dishonest loaf will con- 
tain the proof of fraud and police officers 
are empowered to inspect bread and seize 
loavgs when the law has not been complied 
wit@. : 

The interests of the people demand the 
prompt adoption of this ordinance.

UNENFVORCED TRUST LAWS. 


President Greener of the International 
Oil Co., in an interview on the indiet- 
ment of Standard Oil officials in Texas, 
says that there is no danger of their eon ; 
vietion, and adds: 

The truth of the besiness js that the laws 
against trusts are likeasieve and will not 
hold. I bave been in the business for many 
years,and have closely watched the legis: 
lation against trusts, but I have yet to see 
amy one convicted under the laws enacted 
against them, 

The facts and the experience of the peo- 
ple support the statement of Mr. Greener, 
With a host of laws against the trusts the 
suppressed trust and the conyicted trust 
manager ure strangers to our courts. 

The trusts have not only been enabled to 
evade the Federal anti-trust laws, but 
with thatlaw on the statute book have 
controlled the tariff legislation of Con- 
gress in their favor.

The 
Hamlin and McHenry stables are to be 
wintered om the coast witz a view to shaking 
up the horses for an early start on the East- 
ern campaign next spring. Andy McDowell, 
who has driven the Salisbury horses with 
remarkable success this year, is not fond of 
harness racing on this side of the moun- 
tains, and says he will not returm next sea- 
son. It is generally understood that Salis- 
bury and McHenry have already come to an 
agreement by which the man from Freeport 
will do the driving for the Pleasanton turf- 
men in 1895.
